Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-17, 19-59, and 61-64 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1, and specifically comprising the limitations 
of an electrostatic lens including a first conductive layer, a second conductive layer and an anode 
in that order where the second conductive layer is kept at a an equal potential as the anode. 

Regarding claims 2-11, claims 2-1 1 are allowable for the reasons given in claim I 
because of their dependency status from claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 12, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 12, and specifically comprising the 
limitations of a focused electron emitter including an emitter, a lens layer, a shield layer and an 
anode in that order where the shield layer is kept at a an equal potential as the anode. 

Regarding claims 13-17 and 19-28 ? claims 13-17 and 19-28 are allowable for the reasons 
given in claim 1 because of their dependency status from claim 12. 
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Regarding claim 29, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 29, and specifically comprising the 
limitations of a field emission device including a cathode, a lens layer, a shield layer and an 
anode in that order where the shield layer is kept at a an equal potential as the anode. 

Regarding claims 30-43, claims 30-43 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 29 
because of their dependency status from claim 29. 

Regarding claim 44, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 44, and specifically comprising the 
limitations of a field emission device including a mean for creating electrons, a means for 
focusing the source of electrons, a means for shielding the means for focusing and an anode 
where the means for shielding is kept at a an equal potential as the anode. 

Regarding claims 45-58, claims 45-58 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 44 
because of their dependency status from claim 44. 

Regarding claim 59, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 59, and specifically comprising the 
limitations of a method for making an electron lens for an electron emitting cathode including a 
cathode, a lens layer, a shield layer and an anode in that order where the distance between the 
emitting and the lens is between one half to one time the size of the sum of the distances between 
the lens and the shield layer and the shield layer and the anode. 

Regarding claims 61-64, claims 61-64 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 59 
because of their dependency status from claim 59.
